Experim ents were made In the six­ 
ties with a submarine rifle firing small 
explosive projectiles by means of com­ 
pressed air. but the invention never 
get beyond the experimental stage and 
no details of it are to he had.

Prizes Offered For Best Growths 


ery Eighteen Years. 


A plan for th** reforestation of Maine 
has been submitted to the governor by 
B. C. Jordon of Alfred. 
Mr. Jordon 
offers to give the state $1,000 on con 
dition that once in eighteen years five 
prizes shall Im* awarded for the five 
best lots of young forest growth. 
These lots are to consist of uot less 
than ten acres, accurately surveyed 
and plotted, the m ajority of the trees 
to be uot less than ten or more than 
thirty feet high anti not less than ton 
or more than thirty years old when 
the prizes are awarded. 
J he varieties 
of trees cover a long list from xx bite 


pine to elm. 
Mr. Jordon believes that Mio incen­ 
tive afforded by such prizes would (lo 
much to bring ai tout better forestry 
conditions. 
Maine lias many thousand 
acres of waste land. now almost v*orth- 
less. but naturally well adapted to tim ­ 
ber growth, and which by a small ex­ 
pense for care and forest cultivation 
could be made easily worth iu fifty 
years $100 an acre. 
In this w ay the state, instead of bo 
ing of lite poorest in the I nion, might 
be made one of tin* richest. 
Mr Jot- 
don himself set out from 10.000 to 
15.000 trees tile last summer aud states 
that lie hopes to set out many thou­ 
sands every year as long as Lie Jives.
